H u ntington and 
retu rned the 
y ou ths 
here for 
trial.

Virginia prison,

the case and force the local of­ 
ficers to* m ake ex trad ition efforts 
to get them retu rned here. 
Accord ing to the y ou ths, they 
preferred to ad m it the ir 
gu ilt 
and sta rt serv ing the sentences

m eted ou t to 
them . The hau l at Milroy netted 
abou t $100 in 
cash 
and 
m er­ 
chand ise. The robberies occu r­ 
red last Frid ay night. 
Sheriff

\ tion the boy s concerning robber­ 
ie s a t G reensbu rg bu t it is not 
Reliev ed tha t the local 
y ou ths 
y v ere im plicated there. It is their 
first offense in this cou rt.

Despite the u ncertainty of F ed ­ 
eral aid , m ore tha n 9 0 percent of 
the farm ers in the corn borer in­ 
fested area of N orthern Ind iana, 
will clean u p their field s 
this 
spring, in the opinion of F rank 
N . W allace, S tate Entom ologist. 
“I am confid ent practically all 
farm ers in the areas 
infested 
last y ear wrill m ake a good clean 
u p,” W allace said . “These know 
and realize from ex perience, tha t 
it is to their interests to d o so. 
It is the few in the newly in­ 
fested areas who will object and 
d o m ost inju ry to 
the 
cam ­ 
paign.” 
C om m enting on the recent re ­ 
fu sal of the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
cu ltu re to recom m end a 
con­ 
gressional appropriation to re ­ 
im bu rse farm ers for field clean­ 
u ps, W allace said , “I fou ght 
a- 
gainst this fee sy stem w hen 
it 
was first introd u ced last y ear, 
for I foresaw it wou ld prov e d is­ 
astrou s if

appropriations 
were not to be continu ou s.

W allace stressed the fact tha t 
he felt the farm er in the newly 
infested areas shou ld be reim ­ 
bu rsed , if only becau se those in 
the old er areas hav e alread y re ­ 
ceiv ed pay m ent for one 
y ears 
cleanu p. 
“I sincerely hope wre ev entu al­ 
ly get the appropriation,” W al­ 
lace conclu d ed . “It m eans 
an 
enorm ou s am ou nt to all ind u stry 
of the state as well as to 
the 
farm ers. This is ^specially so rel­ 
ativ e to the b a 
who 
ev en 
now, are refu sing* , loan money 
in the bad ly inv ested 
areas. 
Howev er, we are going to carry 
on and striv e to check the

Two d em and s for resignation of 
Gov . Ed Jackson were consid ered 
by the R epu blican S tate Com­ 
m ittee in a closed m eeting this 
afternoon. 
At 3 p. m., no action had been 
annou nced . 
The com ittee, it was 
u nd er­ 
stood , took u p letters from T ho­ 
m as L. Ad ams, ed itor of the V in­ 
cennes Com m ercial, and A rthu r 
Rem m el, ed itor of 
the 
F ort 
W ay ne News Sentinel, u rging it 
to ask Jackson to resign. 
The state com m ittee this 
a f­ 
ternoon end orsed the cand id acy 
of S enator Jam es E. W atson for 
the repu blican presid ential nom ­ 
ination. 
“This m eeting has been called 
becau se of the recent annou nce­ 
m ent of one of ou r d istingu ished 
citizens- of his cand id acy 
for 
presid ent, E. Fay e K itselm an, of 
M u ncie, chairm an of the 
com ­ 
m ittee, said in opening the m eet­ 
ing. 
“Senator W atson has been 
a 
lifelong repu blican, a wise cou n­ 
selor, one of the m ost pow erfu l 
senators in W ashington, and is 
fu lly qu alified for this great of­ 
fice.” 
The com m ittee ad opted a res­ 
olu tion ex tolling W atson’s 
30 
y ears of serv ice in pu blic life.

People in the U nited S tates m ay feel down 
deep in the ir hearts tha t they are secure, and 
tha t a m ost friendly feeling exists for this coun­ 
try from foreign places, but this is not altogether 
true. 
Mrs. J. D. Case of this city , who is touring 
the world, 
has sent to this office a 
copy of a 
new spaper, in w hich m ost of the editorial com ­ 
m ent is directed at the U nited States in some 
m anner, and m ost usually in a m anner of a most 
displeasing nature. 
The P inang G azette and Straits^ Chronicle, 
a daily new spaper 
published in Pinang in the 
S traits, accuses the 
U nited States, in an 
edi­ 
torial, of seeking possession of N icaragua. O ther 
editorial com m ent in this new spaper, rings w ith 
sim ilar articles 
w hich do not 
speak well for 
friendliness am ong nations. 
T his Pinang new spaper com m ents as fol­ 
lows: 
Today 's cabled news regarding the in ­ 
te rn a l troubles of N icaragua serves to strengthen 
a w idespread 
and 
long-entertained 
suspicion 
tha t the U nited S tates G overnm ent intends to 
establish a protectorate over the little republic. 
She has decided to 
dispatch a strong force of 
M arines, ostensibly for purposes of co-operation 
w ith the N icaraguan constabulary in the work 
of establishing order. 
R eading betw een the lines, two facts of m ore 
1 tha n ordinary significance 
become 
apparent. 
One is tha t America, though she has consistently 
denied the im peachm ent, covets N icaragua; the 
other is tha t she has grossly underestim ated the 
m ilitary stren g th of 
the Liberal forces 
under 
G eneral Sandino. 
Hence the necessity for a 
strong “punitive expedition.” 
W ashington has 
seized the opportunity of killing two birds w ith 
one stone. 
Public opinion in the U nited States is, on the 
| whole, definitely hostile to a policy of adventure 
; in C entral America, and it is not surprising to 
i learn, notw ithstanding the native m essage tha t 
Colonel Lindbergh is proceeding to N icaragua on 
an aerial m ission of good-will, tha t the demo: 
cratic press flatly condem ns the U nited S tates 
G overnm ent for interfering in w hat is, first and 
jlast, a foreign dispute. 
Ju st how far A m erica is prepared to go in 
(N icaragua is a m a tte r for speculation. 
At the 
m om ent he r policy accords strangely w ith her 
pacifist proposals. 
Never tired of pu ttin g her 
finger, fn the European pie, and posing before a 
sceptical world as THE leader of light and pro­ 
je c to r of the w orld’s m orals, she interferes in a 
dispute in w hich she has no concern, other tha n 
tha t of the safety of her nationals. 
Her action in N icaragua can not fail to pre­ 
cipitate friction w ith Mexico, for tha t country 
(has long been opposed to A m erican intervention 
¡in C entral A m erican 
affairs. 
Quite 
recently , 
Mexico flung herself defiantly across the path 
of the U nited 
S tates policy in 
N icaragua, and 
w ith tha t incident fresh in her m ind, it is u n ­ 
likely tha t she will rem ain quiescent now. 
No one 
pretends to understand 
A m erican 
diplom acy . 
I t -is 
too y oung, and it is 
im bued 
w ith too m uch fan tastic idealism for every day 
purposes. 
T hat is a fau lt w hich tim e and ex­ 


perience alone can eradicate. M eanwhile, W ash­ 
ington would be well advised to refrain from 
intervening in the affairs of a people who are 
not as a rule enam oured of Am ericans.

here with the confession of Ho­ 
ward Brashear, 31, th a t he stole 
40 automobiles during the last 
two years. 
Bra shea r conducted his chos­ 
en work with great 
care and 
kept exact records of all his tra n 
sactions, 
it 
was 
discovered. 
When arrested, he was found to 
possess a dairy of all his thefts, 
recording the date, and proce­ 
dure of obtaining the cars, to ­ 
gether with the nam e, 
address 
and a certa in amount of infor­ 
m ation concerning his victim. 
Bra shea r employee practically 
every method known to crooks 
in stealing an automobile but his 
favorite and most used way was 
to learn the motor 
and 
serial 
number of a car, and then send 
to the factory, asking for an ig­ 
nition key to fit the car. 
He carried 
an 
alphabetically 
classified notebook in which 
he 
kept the numbers and places of 
parking the automobile. 
After 
obtaining 
a key 
and 
stealing thè car, he would buy a 
wrecked car from an insurance 
company and tra nsfer 
t h ° 14 - 
cense plates thereon to the stol­ 
en car. 
Thus he was able, if question­ 
ed, to show a clear bill of sale 
for the numbers found on 
the 
ca r in question. In event of 
the 
numbers on the wreck being ob­ 
scured or 
destroyed, 
Brashear 
would send the bill of sàie to the 
m anufacturing 
company 
and 
get new serial numbers. 
There 
were 
few 
instances 
when Bra shea r was unable 
to 
learn the numbers 
of 
a * pros­ 
pect.” He was a good talker and 
of an agreeable nature, and a l­ 
most invariably 
would succeed 
in engaging his victim in a con­ 
versation which would lead to a 
discussion of motors and motor 
numbers. 
“In several insta nces,” 
said 
Brashear, “I was able to con­ 
vince automobile owners th a t I 
had a ca r of the same make, the 
number of which 
had 
become 
obscured, and th a t I would ap­ 
preciate it if they would allow 
me to copy their serial numbers 
to obtain a new key or part for 
my own m achine. 
“However, 
I 
usually 
came 
around a t night and 
got 
the 
numbers 
without 
approaching 
the owner. There 
were 
tim es 
when the numbers 
were 
not 
readable. Then I had to employ 
the more 
clumsy 
methods 
of 
picking 
a lock 
and 
perhaps 
crossing ignition wires to sta rt 
an • automobile. 
I 
can say, 
though, th a t I never broke 
a 
window or forced a lock to gain 
possession of a m achine.” 
B ra shea r conducted his selling 
business very methodically, ha v­ 
ing regulars hours and keeping 
books on his 
sales 
in 
orderly 
fashion. His wife was under the 
impression th a t he owned a le­ 
gitim ate second hand automo­ 
bile business.

THEY ALL DONT LIKE US 


People in the United States may feel down 


In their hearts that they are secure, and 


Ifcat a most friendly feeling exists for this coun- 
try tram foreign places, but this is not altogether 
true. 


Mrs. J. D. Case of this city, who is touring 


the world, has sent to this office a copy of a 
newspaper, in which most of the editorial corn- 


Is directed at the United States in some 


•, and most usually in a manner of a most 


displeasing nature. 


The Pinang Gazette and Straits Chronicle, 


a daily newspaper published in Pining in the 
Straits, accuses the United States, in an edi- 
torial, of seeking possession of Nicaragua. Other 
editorial comment in this newspaper, rings with 
similar articles which do not speak well for 
friendliness among nations. 


'.This Pinang newspaper comments as fol- 


lows: 
Today's cabled news regarding the in- 


ternal troubles of Nicaragua serves to strengthen 
a widespread and long-entertained suspicion 
that the United States Government intends to 
establish a protectorate over the little republic. 
She has decided to dispatch a strong force of 
Marines, ostensibly for purposes of co-operation 
with the Nicaraguan constabulary in the work 
of establishing order. 


Beading between the lines, two facts of more 


than ordinary significance 
become apparent. 


One is that America, though she has consistently 
denied the impeachment, covets Nicaragua; the 
' other is that she has grossly underestimated the 
military strength of the Liberal forces under 
General Sandino. 
Hence the necessity for a 


strong "punitive expedition." 
Washington has 


seised the opportunity of killing two birds with 
one stone. 


Public opinion in the United States is, on the 


whole, definitely hostile to a policy of adventure 
in Central America, and it is not surprising to 
learn, notwithstanding the native message that 
Colonel Lindbergh is proceeding to Nicaragua on 
an aerial mission of good-will, that the demo: 
cratic press flatly condemns the United Slates 
Government for interfering in what is, first and 
last, a foreign dispute. 


Just how far America is prepared to go in 


Nicaragua is a matter lor speculation. At the 
moment her policy accords strangely with her 
pacifist proposals. Never tired of putting her 
finger, in the European pie. and posing before a 
sceptical world as THE leader of light and pro- 
tector of the world's morals, she interferes in a 
dispute in which she has no concern, other than 
that of-the safety of her nationals. 


I 
Her action in Nicaragua can not fail to pre- 


cipitate friction \vith Mexico, for that country 
(has long been opposed to American intervention 
in Central American 
affairs. 
Quite recently, 


'Mexico flung herself defiantly across the path 
of the United States policy in Nicaragua, and 
with that incident fresh in her mind, it is un- 
likely that she will remain quiescent now. 


No-one pretends to understand American 


diplomacy. 
It -is too young, and it is imbued 


with too much fantastic idealism for everyday 
purposes. That is a fault which time and ex- 


perience alone can eradicate. Meanwhile, Wash- 
ington would be well advised to refrain from 
intervening in the affairs of a people who are 
not as a rule enamoured of Americans.

NOTEBOOK SHOWED LIST

OF FORTY STOLEN CARS 


Accurate System Also Revealed 
In His Transactions In Which 


He Obtained Keys

Columbus, O-, Feb. 
23—<u.R— 


An automobile stealing and sell- 
ing business, highly systemized 
and lucrative, 
was reavealed 


here with the confession of Ho- 
ward Brashear, 31, that he stole 
40 automobiles during the last 
two years. 


Brashear conducted his chos- 


en work with great care and 
kept exact records of all his tran 
sactions, 
it was 
discovered. 


When arrested, he was found to 
possess a dairy of all his thefts, 
recording the date, and proce- 
dure of obtaining the cars, to- 
gether with the name, address 
and a certain amount of infor- 
mation concerning his victim. 


Brashear employee practically 


every method known to crooks 
in stealing an automobile but his 
favorite and most used way was 
to learn the motor and serial 
number of a car, and then send 
to the factory, asking for an ig- 
nition key to fit the car. 


He carried an alphabetically 


classified notebook in which he 
kept the numbers and places of 
parking the automobile. 


After obtaining a Key and 


stealing the car, he would buy a 
wrecked car from an insurance 
company and transfer 
th» '«- 


cense plates thereon to the stol- 
en car. 


Thus he was able, if question- 


ed, to show a clear bill of sale 
for the numbers found on the 
car in question. In event of the 
numbers on the wreck being ob- 
scured or destroyed, Brashear 
would send the bill of sale to the 
manufacturing company 
and 


get new serial numbers. 


There 
were few instances 


when Brashear was unable to 
learn the numbers of a -pros- 
pect." He was a good talker and 
of an agreeable nature, and al- 
most invariably would succeed 
in engaging his victim in a con- 
versation which would lead to a 
discussion of motors and motor 
numbers. 
"In several instances," said 


Brashear, "I was able to con- 
vince automobile owners that I 
had a car of the same make, the 
number of which had become 
obscured, and that I would ap- 
preciate it if they would allow 
me to copy their serial numbers 
to obtain a new key or part for 
my own machine. 


-However, I usually 
came 


around at night and got the 
numbers without approaching 
the owner. There were times 
when the numbers were not 
readable. Then I had to employ 
the more clumsy methods of 
picking a lock and 
perhaps 


crossing ignition wires to start 
an • automobile. 
I 
can say, 


though, that I never broke a 
window or forced a lock to gain 
possession of a machine.'' 


Brashear conducted his selling 


business very methodically, hav- 
ing regulars hours and keeping 
books on his sales in orderly 
fashion. His wife was under the 
impression that he owned a le- 
gitimate second hand automo- 
bile business.
